The story of the 
Die town of Lidic*. in 
a disturbing bit of n*ws to 
propagandists First, they 
silence it But the story got 
the ocean and through the sealed 
frontiers of Greate- Germany 

It became known to the Crech 
Ijeople through the Czechoslovak 
broadcast in London. Moscow, and 
Boston On October 18. it was con- 
firmed to the Czech masses officially 
b> no less a personality than the 
S S Gruppenfuehrer and Ihe State 
Secretary of Bohemia. K H Frank 

In a public speech delivered on 
the occasion of the celebration held 
in connection with the renaming 
..! sthe Vltava Quay in Prague to 
Reinhard Heydrich Ufer on Oc- 
tober 18. he warned the Czechs that 
tiiey have just one more chance to 
reform and to repent, but that it 
will be the last chance He deplor- 
ed the fact that a "part of Czech 
lieople succumbs again to the whis- 
r ampaign of a clique of 
Czech immigrants in London" and 
-.iid that German measures against 
MM culprite "will not be stopped by 
a requiem Mass served for the 
1 /1-1 h bishop Gorazd in the Cathe- 
dral of St Paul in London, nor by 
the American fad and folly of re- 
christening Lidice." 

The official confirmation of the 
fact that Lidice was resurrected in 
the United States as a symbol of the 
vmpathy of the American people 
■MM the Czechoslovak cause creat- 
ed a deep impression on the masses 
of the Czech people and inten- 
sified their opposition against the 
liated oppressors. 

Official Circles Worried 

Hungarian official circles are be- 
1 -tuning worried ox'er the growing 
influence exercised by the London 
Czechoslovak districts, now occiioied 
by Hungary With the slogan. "Don't 
believe the London Czechoslovak 
t migrees. a campaign was started 
by the newspapers which revealed 
MM propaganda carried on by the 
distribution of leaflet* antl V othT 

largest city of Slovak terr.-ory now 
occupied by ihe Hungarians, has in- 
Huinced the population against the 
Hungarian authorities. 

In Carpathian-Russia, hatred of 
'lie Magyars has assumed danger- 
ous proportions. Near the city of 
H. iehovo. the peasants are openly 
supporting the guerillas fighting 
:igamst the Hungarian police. In 
one of the ancient fortresses, sev- 
.!;.! hundred peasants, accused of 
guerilla activities, hax'e been tin- 
ned and tortured The authori- 
ties ordered Ihe evacuation of Jews 
Irtmi the villages to the towns be- 
rause the peasants are ignoring the 
u nt 1-. Jewish regulations 

Drafted Carpathians 

jl i> leported from Moscow that 



the Carpathian Russians drafted 111 
the occupied Czechoslovak territory 
into the Hungarian Army and sent 
to the Eastern front are regarded 
by the Hungarian officers as in- 
ferior human beings. They are be- 
ing fed in a separate mess in which 
the food is much worse than is the 
usual poor fare of the Hungarians. 
The prisoners of war report that 
the Carpathian Russians are being 
closely watched by the Hungarians 
and that ex'ery precaution is being 
taken to prevent them from desert- 
ing and joining the Russians 

When speaking about Our Allies 
in Germany some newspapermen 
and radio commentators have in 
mind the German underground 
movement They are mistaken 
While it is true that the older gen- 
eration of Germans .especially the 
workers, were lukewarm toward ;he 
Nazis and that some were mildlv 
opposed to Hitler's regime. 11 is 
nevertheless a fact that the under- 
ground moxement of the Germans 
in Germany is the weakest of all 
the similar movements carried on 
by other nations on the continent 
Not Able To Organize 
The most damaging fact against 
the German liberals and radicals 
is that, in spite of the well-known 
German ability for organization, 
they were not able to organize a 
strong anti-Nazi movement even in 
the free countries of the world, es- 
pecially among the many millions of 
Germans in the United States. 

Does that mean that we have no 
allies in Germany? It does not We 
hax'e trustworthy, true, and tried 
allies in Germany. They are the six 
million foreign workers drafted by 
Hitler in occupied countries to 
stave for him in the factories and 
fields of Germany 

The Nazis begin to realize the 
truth of this. In a recent issue of 
the "Das Schwarze Korps." the or- 
gan of the Storm Troopers, an ap- 
is voiced about foreign 



Poles. Czechs, and Frenchmen sud- 
denly begin to be quite arrogant 
toward their German masters. A 
number of foreigners have been ex- 
ecuted for 



by way of foreign broadcasts. 
No Frontier Or Walls 

The article states: "The ether has 
no frontier, and fortified walls can- 
not be built against radio waxes 
Furthermore, millions of foreigners 
are at present distributed all over 
Germany You can subject these 
foreigners to rigid discipline, but you 
cannot discipline their thoughts." 

Other Germans papers complain 
about restlessness lately evident 
among the foreign workers and call 
attention to the increasing number 
of desertions Irom the places of em- 
ployment Many racial purists are 
shocked by the admission that, in 
spite of all warnings. German wo- 
men continue to have relations with 
these foreigners, thus "endangering 
the purity of the German blood 
A complaint is also made that these 



Germans have a great deal of 
trouble with the foreign workers 
now. A day will come when these 
millions of foreigners in Germany 
will prove to be the most valuable 
allies of the United Nations Cer- 
tainly they are the only reliable al- 
lies that we have in Hitlerland 

In his broadcast sent forth from 
London on December 9. Jan Masa- 
ryk. Czechoslovak Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, paid tribute to the ac- 
complishments of the United States 
within the last year in the produc- 
tion of aircraft and munitions and 
in the deliveries of food, which have 
changed the perspective of the war. 
More Than They Beliex'ed 

The American people have done 
more in this one year than they 
themselves believed they could ac- 
complish. We congratulate our 
American brothers and thanl: t.n in 
for it." said Masaryk. 

Referring to the Jewish question. 
Masaryk said that Hitler's anti- 
Jewish madness grows proportion- 
ately with the imminence of his de- 
feat, that the Czechs and the Slo- 
vaks must do evesything in their 
power to make life easier for their 
fellow Jewish citizens, and that it 
is insolence to boast of how well the 
Jewish question has been solved 

There are journalists, too. who 
publish lying articles saying how 
contentedly Slovak Jews are living 
in Polish ghettos This disgusting 
cynicism cries to Heaven. 

"I solemnly warn every Slovak 
who supports this bestiality and 
helps to send our fellow Jewish citi- 
zens to certain death There is also 
a number of persons falsly profess- 
ing to be Slovaks, who have en- 
riched themselves at the expense of 
these innocent martyrs and who 
are growing fat on stolen property. 
The Allies will win. and all crimi- 
nals will be punished according to 
the laws of war Robbery in battle 
is punishable by death It seems 
that millions of Jews are to be 
slaughtered. 

Today, this small, minute, freez- 
ing, dying, ill-treated minority is 
given over to the mercies of Ger- 
man anti-Christs In these times, 
even a sign of anti Semitism is 
proof of shameful and disgusting 
cowardice If what Hitler has said 
is true, that the great German na- 
tion is still afraid of the remaining 
Jews, then this is indeed a terrible 
testimony to Teutonic Valhallists. 
And if this criminal sadism is mu- 
tated by people who feign to be Slo- 
vaks or Christian Slovaks, then this 
signifies a judgment which those 
concerned pronounce upon them- 
selves."

To the top of the Southeast ern •

Wildcats, following their 
30-28 victory over Tennessee's Vols 
Saturday night in Knoxville High- 
light of the contest between the 
two old arch-rivals was the second- 
half spree by the Kentuckians that 
enabled them to overcome a 16-8 
Intermission lead 

Coach Adolph Rupp's boys out- 
scored their hosts. 22-12. in the last 
20 minutes ol play to win a tilt that 
looked all-Tennessee at the outset. 
Twas due in a large part .inciden- 
tally, to the work of a sub guard. 
Ace Parker, that the Bluegrass bas- 
keteers were able to top the Tennes- 
seans Parker not only contributed 
nine points toward the winning of- 
fensive, but also played a stellar 
game High scoring honors 
, went to Milt Ticco. veteran 
Cat forward who taUied 12 mark- 
ens Paul Herman. Vol captain, led 
11 

in general, was a typi- 
cal Ke n t uc ky - Tennessee brawl 
colorful, and full of thrills 
for the 3.000 spectators, the 
followed the pattern set by 
i Wildcat -Vol clashes Baron 
Rupp. target of a Tennessee heck- 
ling gallery, kept the partisan fans 
in a dither all night. At the end of 
the game both he and the Vol men- 
tor. Johnny Mauer. were protesting 
the clock. 

The Mauermen went into a 2-0 
lead as the game opened on Ted 
Cook's long shot, but Ticco nulli- 



fied this almost immediately with 
a short effort Kenny Rollins con- 
verted a charity heave to put the 
Cats in front, but Dick Mehen. 
lanky Vol pivot -man. sent his pals 
in front to stay with a two-pointer 
Only two Kentucky fielders wen- 
sunk during the first half— by Ticco 
and Ed Lander sub center. Free 
throws by Rollins and Lander and 
two by Mel Brewer accounted for 
the other Cat scoring The Big 
Blue's offense was continually 
broken up by the Vol front defense 
before reaching the inner zone 

As the second-half got under 
way. however, the visitors began to 
shoot more often and connected 
with a good percentage of their 
shots Tennessee tipped its advan- 
tage to 21-14 five minutes after the 
start, but here the Kentuckians be- 
gan to take command Shots by- 
Parker and Ticco thinned the score 
to 26-20 a few minutes with two 
minutes to go. and then the fire- 
works started. 

Parker and Ticco each added an- 
other goal, before Herman counted 
two free shots for Tennessee, but 
Parker scored on a shot from the 
foul zone, and Kentucky led. 29-28 
A charity effort by Parker ended 
the game's point-making 

Kentucky had the best of it at 
the free throw lane, converting 
eight and missing only seven, while 
the Vols made 10. but were unsuc- 
cessful a like number of times.

To marry or not to marry is the 
question, and for once Mr. and Miss 
U. K. agree on something Almost 
all of the fifty students interviewed 
on the campus turned thumbs 
down on so-called "war marriages" 
when the couple has only a short 
acquaintance and courtship. 

However, while the girls were def- 
initely for marriages based on a 
courtship of at least a year, only 
two-thirds of the boys favored mar- 
riage under these circumstances. 

The men argued that marriage is 
fast losing its meaning and is not 
taken seriously enough. Often the 
parties concerned are not really in 
love but only infatuated, and many 
of the unions cannot last. 

Whether or not the wife should 
work was another question favored 
by two-thirds of the girls and only 
one-third of the boys The girls 
said they would have to work if 
they were not married, so why not 
if they were? 

War widows should have a fifty- 
fifty chance of getting another hus- 
band among U. K. men. but few of 
the boys wanted to take over a 
ready-made family. 

Two-thirds of the men and wo- 
men expressed the belief that It is 
all right for girls engaged to service 
men to date other people. But. they 
cautioned, this should not be car- 
ried to extremes and should be 
kept on a strictly friendly basis. 
Some of the students said "Dating 
is permissible for a couple with only 
an understanding, but not if the 
engagement has been formally an- 
nounced. " In either case. U SO af- 
fairs were voted "O K." 

Genera! opinion of both boys and 
girls is that there will be more di- 
vorces after the war than there 
were before as a result of hasty 
marriages One reason given was 
that the increafed freedom of wo- 
men is fast breaking their ties to 



1 men so that if home life is not 
> pleasant, there is more temptation 
for the wife to become economical- 
I ly independent. 

A single dissenting girl maintain- 
ed that there will be less divorces 
because the mutual goal of the war 
will tie couples more closely togeth- 
er. She argued that marriages have 
a better chance to succeed when 
the going is a little rough and hus- 
band and wife can struggle to- 
gether.
